Warren R. Austin, U. S. dele 
gate, told newsmen the Soviet pro- 
posal was a typically “Oriental 
maneuver.” He said the American 
delegation saw no assurance Rus- 
sia is ready to accept the central 
plan of the UN atomic energy com- 
mission, “the only effective systern 
|which would insure the harnessing 
‘of atomic energy in the service of 


and mankind.” 


Andrei: Vishinsky, Soviet Deputy 
Foreign Minister, put the Soviet 
resolution before the 58-nation po- 
litical committee of the assembly 
at the end of his second blast in 
two days at the Western powers. 

Once more Vishinsky hit at Pres- 
ident Truman, Gov. Thomas £E, 
Dewey, and David E. Lilienthal, 
chairman of the U. S. Atomic En- 
ergy Commission.

Every Other Patient Mentally Ill, 
Health Session in Macon Says 


~ “Every other patient who con- 
sults a general practitioner suf- 
fers from some form of mental 
illness.” 

That's one of the “things most 
people don’t know about mental 
illness,” according to the Mental 
Health Committee of the recent 
statewide Better Health Confer- 
ence in Macon. 

Other “things most people don’t 
know,” the Committee reported, 
include the following premises: 


1. One out of every 20 persons| 


will be (for a short or long period) 
too mentally ill to work, yet not 
ill enough to go to a hospital. 
2. One out of every 22 persons 
spends part of his life in a mental 
hospital. 
3. There is one doctor to every 
people—but there is only one 
psychiatrist to more ¢than 35,000 
people. % 
* 4, Georgia spends 92 cents a day

5. The mentally ill person is not 
a criminal—but he is treated that 
way .in Georgia, which doesn’t 
have a-single psychiatric ward in 
a public general hospital. 

The Mental Health Committee 
made seven recommendations “for 
immediate action” and five more 
recommendations “for long-range 
attention” to raise the State level 
.of treating the mentally ill. 
| Provision for psychiatric facili- 
ties in all hospitals to be construct- 
‘ed under the Hill-Burton Act was 
urged by the Committee. | 

Dr. Carl Whitaker,*psychiatrist, 
of Atlanta, pointed out that “the 
mother who has just lost her new- 
born baby and the woman who 
has learned she is hopelessly ill 
with cancer’ need psychiatric 
treatment just as much as the 
recognized insane.

How Stamp bined Panama Canal 


Here is the story of a stamp 
that moved the Panama Canal. 
It started back in 1902 when the 
U. S. Congress seemed unde- 
cided where to build a canal 
linking the Atlantic and Pa- 
cific Oceans. Some Congress- 
men favored the route through 
Nicaragua. Others argued for 
the Panama cut. 

The Nicaragua canal seemed 
a certainty. But a joint stock 
company under the direction of 
Ferdinand de Lesseps had been 
trying to sell the stock and 
rights of the Panama cut to this 
country for $40,000,000. 

This group sent Philippe Bu- 
nau-Varilla to Washington as a 
lobbyist to urge that the Panama 
route be accepted. He tried ev- 
ery scheme he knew to sway 
public and official opinion in fa- 
vor of the Panama Canal—but 
to no avail. 

Bunau-Varilla poser: out that 
the Nicaraguan rou would 
take four times as long, cost 
eight times as much, and the en- 
tire project would be jeopar- 
dized by constant volcanic erup- 
tions. 

Few who listened were willing 
to believe that there were active 
wolcanoes in Nicaragua, Bunau- 
Varilla tried to prove there were. 

At the eleventh hour, Bunau- 
Varilla was speaking to a stamp 
collector who showed him a Nic- 
araguan stamp which depicted 


By "alas. Mt. Sibanetieatin, 


with smoke ‘pouring forth from 
the top. This was it! 


Bunau-Varilla immediately 
bought a batch of these stamps 
and sent them to Congressmen 
and officials. Within #few days, 
Congress decided in favor of the 
canal through Panama. 

And a little postage stamp 
proved the deciding factor.

At the tura of this century the 
seeds for World War I were be- 
ing sown.

Perhaps one of the best ex- 
amples of the trend was a five- 
mark slate and carmine stamp 
issued by Germany in 1900.

II, then approaching the height 
of his power, delivering an ad- 
dress honoring the twenty-fifth 
anniversary of the establishment 
of the German Empire. The 
Kaiser shouted to his people that

Will Talmadge ‘Sit Out’ This Election? 


Georgia’s political ping-pong battle, which began with the beginning of the Dixiecratic move- 
ment some months ago and kept the people dizzy watching the ball, is ended today with Herman 


Talmadge’s anti-Truman forces apparently deciding to “sit out” the Presidential race. 


The forces 


of Talmadge and Acting Gov. Thompson have been batting the ball) back and forth for months to 
avoid being put in the light of either indorsing President Truman’s civil rights program or of bolt- 
ing the Democratic Party. Each faction has maneuvered to put the other in:the spot many times 


-during this long game. . 
Before the civil rights program was advocated 


by Truman, Thompson’s faction was the first- 


group in America to urge the re-election of Tru- 
man. ‘Thompson denounced Truman, however, 
when the civil rights program was urged. As 
Chief Executive, Thompson went to Tallahassee 
and to Washington, to protest—but he urged that 
the South stay weg bee Democratic. Party. Mean- 
while, State Democratic Chairman James Peters, 
of the Talmadge group, went to Mississippi as 
chairman of a powerful committee in the Dixie- 
cratic movement. When the Dixiecrats threat- 
ened to bolt the Democratic Party, however, 
Peters walked out of the convention. At the 
Philadelphia Democratic Convention Peters fol- 
lowed the pattern of fighting civil rights, but 
sticking in the Democratic Party. 


At first, Roy Harris and Charlie Bloch 
urged the State Demodcratic electors to go 
unpledged into the Electoral College and 
there vote for someone other than Truman. 
Before the Democratic Committee met to 
decide on its course, however, Thompson 
summoned the Legislature into session with 
a view of forcing the Talmadgeites to make 
a definite pledge to the people whether they 

Democrats or Dixiecrats. The two 
warring factions got together to unanimous- 
ly pass a bill which would put Thurmond’s 
Dixiecrats on the ballot and, at the same, 
list Georgia’s Democratic electors under Tru- 
‘man’s name. Then, the State Democratic 
Committee named Truman friends as elec- 
tors, guaranteeing that Truman will get 
Georgia’s vote if he carries the State.

When a Scots maid I had asked, “Do you want 
the milk jug put in the larder?” I was able to 
translate that easily enough—she meant the cream 
pitcher. But when she stood in the doorway one 
afternoon and said, “Any messages?” I thought 
she had lost her mind. 

“Messages? To whom?” 

She swung the marketing basket vigorously. 
“Haven’t you any messages for me?” I had to 
give that one up and say simply, “No.” My 
husband later cleared up the mystery by ex- 
plaining that “messages” is the Scottish word for 
errands. I ask you, how was anyone to know? 


Next day I was ready for her when she 
arrived by tram, wearing her “mac” (water- 
proof). She was sent to the ironmonger’s, 
the fishmonger’s, the draper’s and the ho- 
sier’s. From the ironmonger’s she was to get 
a pint measure (larger than the American 
pint), some enamel basins (mixing bowls), 
an alu-min-i-um (with the extra “i’’) sauce- 
pan and a set of British measuring spoons 
so that I might try some local recipes. 


The queue at the fishmonger’s was so long 
that she decided not to wait, but brought a tin 
of pilchards instead, from the grocer’s. There she 
also bought porridge oats, and Vim and Gump- 
tion to scour pans; at the greengrocer’s she found 
marrow, but neither pim-i-en-toes nor aubergines. 
Now marrow is a kind of squash; but squash in 
England is a soft drink, and aubergines are egg- 
plant, imported about once a year. 

At the draper’s she bought “cotton” (a spool 

. @f thread) and “flannels” (wash cloths). She 
reported that he had some beautiful hand-knitted 
or crocheted camiknickers (very much like the 
once-famous “teddy bears’) but they required 
seven coupons each. The supply of jumpers 
(pull-over sweaters) was low, and the hosier’s 
shop was closed for the afternoon. 
'  $trangely enough, at the hosier’s you may ask 
for socks or stockings, but never for “a pait of 
hose.” Here you'll also find your husband’s 
braces (suspenders), next door to his hairdress- 
er’s (not barber’s). 

You buy tablets (never cakes) of soap. And 
the word cakes brings up fresh difficulties: once 
you embark on a discussion of buns, cookies, 
scones and biscuits with an English man or 
woman, you may as well prepare to give the rest 
of the day to the subject. Their scones are most 
like our Southern biscuits, their biscuits are our 
sweet crackers, their crackers are explosive party 
favors for celebrations, buns are rolls, and so 
on far into the night. 

Corn, too, is another tricky word. It is used 
there generically for any kind of grain, as in 
the Bible. Corn as we grow it in the United 
States is called “maize” and not regarded very 
highly. i | 

A “sweet” shop is a candy store, but I never 
heard the word “candy” used in England. You 
buy—as rations permit—a pound of chocolates 
or a half pound of peppermint creams. In res- 
taurants you are asked, “And what will you have 
for a sweet?” You usually have trifle, because 
that is what they usually have; or, if they are 


lucky enough to have a bit of cheese, you may 
take a savoury instead. 


Out in the street, barrow boys offer grapes, 
chestnuts, vegetables and flowers. A lorry pulls 
over to the side of the road; the driver gets out, 
lifts the bonnet, applies the spanner and examines 
his petrol tank.

REPORT FROM WORLD COUNCIL 


Woman's Role in Church 
Important, says Leader 


The need for woman’s participation in church leader- 
ship is being recognized, just as her rightful place is now 
conceded in all other walks of life. 


So believes Mrs. C. H. Har- 
rington, of Houston, Texas, who 
stopped briefly in Atlanta last 
week on her way home from a 
conference of the World Coun- 
cil of Churches, in Amsterdam, 
Holland, at which was repre 
sented 150 denominations from 
around the globe. 


Appointed by the Presbyte- 
rian Assembly to _ represent 
women of her own denomina- 
tion at the conference, Mrs. Har- 
rington, together with women 
ehurch leaders from 16 other 
countries, attended a prelimi- 
nary conference at Baarn, Hol- 
land, where the status of wom- 
en in the church was studied at 
length. 

“It was brought out that, 
since more and more women 
are taking an important part in 
industry, business and the pro- 
fessions, and since some coun- 
tries are placing them in strate- 
gic positions of leadership, it will 
be necessary for them to assume 
leadership also in church work,” 
said Mrs. Harrington. 

“Please understand that the 
ehurch still believes woman’s 
greatest good can be accomplish- 
ed in the home. But since the 
war there is a dearth of male 
leadership in churches abroad, 
particularly in England, Europe 
and China. Four European wom- 
en attending the conference 
were clergymen, all of whom 
had been vested through neces- 
sity. 

“And, since women are com- 
ing to the political front, particu- 
larly in Europe and in the East, 
they also must have a part in 
the church’s program. The Pres- 
ident of Roumania today is a 
woman, you will remember.” 

The preliminary conference 
drew up a recommendation sug- 
gesting the recognition of wom- 
en in religious work by placing 
them on governing boards of 
church denominations, said Mrs. 
Harrinton. :

LITTLE WOMAN IS TOUGH 

Asideé from being terrific and 
breath-taking and astonishing, 
“Streetcar” proves what the hu- 
man body can take in the way 
of punishment. Jessica Tandy, 
the star, lives three hours each 
night (- atinees Wednesday and 
Saturday) with a full load of 
emotion tearing at her voice, 
her body, her face, her thoughts, 
and she manages to get back for 
her curtain calls after every per- 
formance.

Lean was separated from his second 
wife, actress Lorraine Eddy. Before 
that he had been married to eastern 
socialite Faith Cole. Barbara also 
had one unsuccessful marital ven 
ture, with Irving Jacobs, a producer. 

Though he was 15 years her 
senior, Barbara found MacLean a 
charming companion. An early star, 
he had quit acting in 1929 to become 
a producer. 

In February, 1938, they eloped 
to Tia Juana, Mexico, and were 
married. 

“We really thought it was to be 
forever,’’ said Barbara recently. “We 
felt we knew each other well enough 
to be married, 

“I gave up acting. It seemed the 
natural thing to do, because Douglas 
was out of it.” 

All of this had become a bitter- 
sweet memory when, last February, 
Barbara filed suit for divorce against 
MacLean, charging him with being 
a “disappearing husband.”

F ne gui shadows lengthened into night in 


“Ghosts!” they whispered, as other Oxford 
children had whispered for more than a gen- 
eration. “It’s haunted!”’ 

Haunted it was, too—haunted by the ghost of 
a little old lady’s happiness,.a ghost she had 
kept locked in its lonely, fading rpoms for 35 
years, a ghost that only her death could release. 

Only recently, after Ellen Douglas MacDon- 
ald died, did the first human footstep in all those 
years echo in the rooms that had been the tomb 
of her youth, her love—and her pride. 

For 35 years, Ellen Douglas MacDonald, a 
cripple, lived alone in an Oxford hotel. Each 
day, in spring, summer and fall, her chauffeur 
drove her to the mansion on Washington Square.

In winter, the caretaker kept a fire in the 
basement furnace. But the upper floors of the 
house itself were locked to him—as they were 
locked against all the world. 

But why? After her death, the story was 
pieced together, 

Ellen was the daughter of Dr. George Douglas 
of Oxford. He was wealthy—and the girl was 
gay, beautiful and sought after. Many a night, 
in her youth, the mansion, its crystal chandeliers 
a blaze of light, echoed to the laughter of young 
men and girls. 

Ellen had her pick of suitors. She was mar- 
ried twice. No one, now, remembers much of 
her first husband, a man named Webb. They 
came home, after the marriage, to Washington 
Square—and there, after a few days, he left her.

SLEEK limousine purred to a_ stop in 
front of a fashionable hotel in Miami 
Beach, 

The doorman bowed obsequiously and half a 
dozen bellboys wrestled with a. small mountain 
of smart, monogrammed luggage. A distinguished 
looking young couple stepped from the cushioned 
interior of the car and swept regally into the 
lobby. 

Hotel officials rushed forward to greet them. 
Guests craned their necks for a better look— 
and a buzz of whispering arose. A woman 
turned to her companion, and asked: 

“Who are they?” 

“The Prince and Princess Selandia,” he re- 
plied. And then, impatiently, he went on: “Now 
don’t tell me you don’t know who they are! 
They’re the Danish royal couple who have come 
to fill a dancing engagement here!”’ 

Few Americans can keep up with all those 
cgnfusing European titles, and it didn’t occur 
to anyone in Miami to doubt the royal status 
of the dancing couple. Fashionable Miami took 
the titles at face value, and outdid itself to 
welcome the visitors. 

Official Washington sent a representative to 
Miami to give them a royal reception. Jim 
Farley and his daughters became friends of 
little Princess Yvonne, with her cute Danish 
accent. The late- Henry L. Doherty was 
among the notables who were captivated 
by the Prince and Princess. 

““Mye dear,’’ one curious Miami 
society matron asked the Prin-

cess, “‘why, with your title, did you 
turn to the stage?”’ 

“For something to do,” the Prin- 
cess replied. “It’s so boring to live on 
a title, shut up in an old castle,”’ 

Miami was charmed with the demo- 
cratic ways of the couple. They would 
never permit their titles to be used, but 
always insisted on béing called plain “Mr. 
and Mrs. Selandia.’”’ Not until nine years 
later—by- which time they had toured 47 of 
the 48 states, and had dissolved their dancing 
partnership—did the “prince” and ‘‘princess”’ 
reveal the fact that their titles had been an 
unplanned hoax. 

The dancers had used “Prince and Princess 
Selandia” as stage names in Europe. They 
hadn’t planned to fool Miami, but when Miami 
fooled itself, by taking the titles seriously, they 
decided to string along. It was good business. 

The “princess” was born Ingrid Gundorph in 
Copenhagen, Denmark, in 1909. At the age of 
11, she made her dancing debut in Copenhagen. 
Later she planned to marry Baron Bogaerde de 
Terbrugga, then Belgian Ambassador to Brazil, 
but she changed her mind on the way to Rio 
de Janiero—and went to Broadway instead. 

She danced in Florenz Ziegfeld’s show, “Rio 
Rita,” married Theodore Eurland, New York 
businessman, in 1920, and was left with a baby 
daughter when he died a year later. 

Returning to Copenhagen, she met and mar- 
ried Wilhelm Selandia, dashing young ballroom 
dancer. They toured Europe-as the “Prince 
and Princess,’’ but in title-wise Europe nobody 
was fooled by a regal-sounding stage name. 

In 1934 they came to America, and were 
booked into a Miami hotel. The minute they 
arrived in Miami, they realized that they were 
accepted as bona fide royalty. On the spur of 
the moment, Wilhelm devised a royal pedigree 
for each of them. ‘‘Selandia,’”’ he said, was Latin 
for the Island of Sjaelland, off the coast of Den- 
mark, to which He said he was heir.

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In the Heat of 
the Fire, Tom King 
Climbed the Smok- 
ing Pole to Play the 

Fire Hose on the 
Blazing Crossbars 
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By Booton Herndon 


IRE swept through a lumber mill, and the 
flames, soaring high, ignited the crossbars 
and tops of the tall poles of a néar-by high 

power line. That line meant electric service to 
the section around Bainbridge, Ga. If it went 
down, 24 hours would be needed for its repair. 

A crew from the power and light company 
roared up on the heels of the firemen, but the 
linemen shook their heads. The water pressure 
was not high enough to reach the blazing cross- 
bars. It looked hopeless. Then Tom King, a 
crew member, started putting on climbers. 

“Come on, men!” he shouted. “If the water 
won’t reach, we'll help it.” 

In the heat of the fire, up the smoking pole 
went Tom King. When he got as high as he 
could, he pulled up the fire hose by means of the 
rope tied around his waist, and played it on the 
blazing crossbars. Other members of the crew 
ran to other poles. The lines were saved. 

King and the other members of the crew 
were this year’s winners of the Claude L. Mat- 
thews Valor award, presented annually for hero- 
ism by the Edison Electric Institute, of New 
York. Each year the award committee has 
plenty of applicants, for heroism is no stranger 
to the men on the high-tension lines. 

When the conditions are worst, when fires are 
blazing, or blizzards blowing, or floods raging, 
that’s when electric linemen are needed most. 
J. B. Handley, of Childress, Tex., caught in the 
worst blizzard the Texas Panhandle had seen in 
years, brought not only endurance, but common 
sense and ingenuity to his job. 

Searching for a break in a high-tension line, 
Handley set out in the blizzard of half-snow, 
half-rain, to follow the line across country. He 
carried only a pair of pliers. By the time he’d 
gone a mile, he was exhausted. 

He went 10 miles, then found shelter in a 
farm house where he spent the night. He milked 
the cow, fed the hogs and chopped wood next 
morning in return for his lodgings, and started 
out again. More miles down the line he found 
the trouble—the wires were off the insulator and 
lying grounded on the crossbars. 

The pole was covered with ice. Then Handley 
remembered how he used to climb poles as a kid. 
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He stripped a piece of wire off a fence, tied 
looseiy around the pole, and made a loop in 
the end. With his foot in the loop and all his 
weight on the foot, the wire would bite into 
the pole and stay maybe. He tried it, and 
it worked. He replaced the wire, and came down. 

He repeated that stunt seven times. 

Russell Sarrine, a utility company employe 
of Saginaw, Mich., became a hero after working 
hours. A storm had blown down wires and 
flooded the streets. Near his home a young 
woman, Ruth Carpenter, was about to wade 
through a river of water in the street, near a 
fallen live wire, when an automobile approached. 
The driver saw Miss Carpenter and avoided her, 
but hit the spluttering wire and. knocked it 
against the young woman. 

Sarrine heard screams and got to the scene 
just as. bystanders had succeeded in pushing 
away the wire with a dry broomstick. Sarrine 
administered artificial respiration for nearly a 
half-hour. 
once more. Sarrine’s patience saved her life. 

Charles P. Elam, a husky line foreman of 


The young woman began breathing * 


Greenville, Miss., wasted no time with broom- 
sticks. He looked up just as a fellow worker, 
C. K. Bradford, was preparing to attach a test 
cable to a live connection. Elam dived at Brad- 
ford in @ daring flying tackle. 

The blow knocked the lineman away from 
the voltage pouring into him, though not in time 
to save him from serious burns. Elam suffered 
lesser burns of the hands and face. 

Two power company servicemen inaugurated 
a new method of repair during the recent Colum- 
bia River flood. A few miles below Wenatchee, 
Wash., Joe Morgan and Paul Trull looked help- 
lessly at a wire dangling into flood waters 50 
impassable feet from shore. It made a short 
circuit, shutting down electric power for several 
miles. The wire had to be cut. 

“Let’s shoot it in two,’ Morgan suggested. 
There was a roar of laug‘iter, but then someone 
came up with a high-powered rifle. 

Trull shouldered the gun and fired. His sec- 
ond shot broke the wire, removing the cause of 
the short circuit, and restored sgrvice. 

Ralph Jackson of Harlan, Ky., had a flood 
to put up with, too, but it was up to him to 
mend a wire, not break it. The Cumberland 
River was icy cold and swollen by spring rains, 
but Jackson volunteered. He tied a rope around 
his waist and dived in. Jackson, shivering, 
reached the other side, pulled the wire over, and 
set up a temporary span over the river. 

It is not only the electric companies’ line- 
men, however, who have that spirit of service. 
In Pittsburgh, Pa., during a flood several years 
ago, two telephone operators reported for work 
in thé flooded building of the power company by 
climbing ladders and scrambling over rooftops. 
That way Margaret Daily and Margaret Gross 
came in to relieve their chief operator, Jean 
Morris, who’d been marooned overnight on the 
12th floor of the building. 

The three stayed on the top floor for three 
days, busy with the lines still in service, provid- 
ing communications to the busy linemen.

N THE austere, Georgian home of Columbia 
University’s President, high on a bluff of 

Morningside Heights in New York, there was 
a quiet dinner party one night last summer. 

It was a pleasant time, seemingly, and un- 
eventful. Every one said so. Yet you might 
have called it a heartbreak party. You might 
have said that to yourself if, among that small 
group, you had been one—-a poised and charm- 
ing ‘woman-—-sitting there, 
calm and chatty in the softly- 
lighted, high-ceilinged dining 
room. 

It wasn’t heartbreaking, or 
anything except congenial, 
because of who was there or 
what was said. It was excep- 
tional, irrevocably excep- 
tional, because of who was 
absent and of what all 
through the hot, July night 
was left unsaid. 

America’s great General, 
Dwight D. Eisenhower, the 
new President of the Uni- 
versity, and Mrs. Eisenhower, 
were host and hostess. The 
day was their 32nd wedding 
anniversary, and old friends 
were with them. 

A foursome, however, which 
had been a happy, complete 
unity for many. years, was on 
this evening——the. first. of July 
——no longer unbroken. 

The foursome was-—-or had 
been—-the General and Mrs. 
Eisenhower, and the General’s 
aide in war, Captain Harry C. 
Butcher, and Mrs. Ruth 
Butcher. 

On this evening, three of 
the four were there. The ring 
was broken. Butcher was 
absent. From long before 
that -time they had been first 
names to one another; Ike 
and Mamie, whom the Gen- 
eral married in youth; Butch 
and Ruth, whom Butcher, too, 
married in youth— Ruth 
alone, in a way, this evening, 
alone. 

Butcher, tall and angular, handsome and able 
to make friends anywhere, wasn’t present 
because he was a sort of wartime casualty. He 
had been caught up in a romance in Europe. 
He had fallen in love, there, with a slim, auburn- 
haired young woman whom he had married 
after Ruth had divorced him. 

His absence broke the foursome because on 
that night he was in his new home, with his new 
wife, on the Pacific Coast. 

All of this——-Butcher’s absence and his war- 
time change of heart and the aftermath was 
covered brightly and suavely that night at the 
little party, which pointed up, as much as any- 
thing has, the final break in the notable four- 
some. 

Long before the war, the four had been close 
friends. Then, during the war, Mamie kELisen- 
hower and Ruth Butcher lived the war out 
together in the Wardman Park Hotel in Wash- 
ington. General Eisenhower and Captain Butcher, 
his aide, lived it out together from the invasion 
of Algiers to the German surrender at Rheims. 


HEN, after the war, Butcher wrote the 911- 
page book, his widely popular diary, ‘My 
Three Years With Eisenhower.”’ 

It is a detailed story of what he and General 
Eisenhower did and saw, and the index is so 
complete that it has 26 references to the Gen- 
eral’s dog, Telek. That is 21 more references 
than there are to the tall, rangy young woman, 
Mary Margaret Ford, daughter of Mrs. Thomas 
John Ford, of New York, who served with the 
American Red Cross in Africa, Sicily, Italy, 
England, France and Germany. 

It was she who in wartime fell in love with 
Butcher, and he with her. They were married 
in 1946, a month after Mrs. Butcher obtained a 
Florida divorce. They were, this last summer, 
the apparently happy couple moving in the 
society of Santa Barbara, Calif., raising Scotty 
dogs, often seen at the Valley Club of Monte- 
cito, where Butcher played golf in the 70s until 
his new wife called for him in their car. 

They were popular and carefree. She had 
her social life and home life. So did he, and he 
also had his radio station, KIST. 

The war, it appeared, had opened a new life 
for them,. while for the first Mrs. Butcher it had 
closed an old one. 

While they were on the West Coast, the: first 
Mrs. Butcher was preparing to occupy a new 
home she had bought in Washington. It was 
being remodeled, made ready for the beginning 
of her own new life. : 

This is the sequel of the love story of Ruth 


Mrs. Ruth Barton Butcher Found Ouf, When the War Ended, . 
That Her Husband Wasn't Coming Back to Her, 
But to Another Woman. 
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Barton and Harry C. Butcher, who were married 
in 1924, when both were students at the Uni- 
versity of Iowa. 

The acquaintance of the Butchers and Eisen- 
howers dates back almost as far. They met in 
1926, in Washington, at the wedding of the 
General’s brother; .Milton Eisenhower (later 
president of Kansas State College), who mar- 
ried Miss Helen Eakin, of Washington. 

Butcher since then has been, most of the 
time, a writer, editor and radio executive. He 
started as editor of the Ulinois Agricultural 
Association Record; for three years was manag- 
ing editor of the Fertilizer Review; opened the 
Washington office of the Columbia Broadcasting 
System in 1929; then was director of that oflice 
and manager of Station WJSV in Washington; 
became vice-president in charge of C.B.S. in 
Washington; and went on active duty as Com- 
munications Officer in the Navy in 1942. Three 
months later he was Eisenhowers naval aide. 


HEN he left Washington for war, Ruth 

Butcher found their big house in a fine sec- 
tion of the city’s northwest area a lonesome 
place. She did not say so to newspaper people. 
She has never discussed her affairs with them, 
never has said anything at all for publication. 
But she did grow lonesome, without her husband, 
and she did go to the big Wardman Park Hotel, 
there to spend the war years with Mrs. Eisen- 
hower. 

A year after he left home, Butcher met Mary 
Margaret Ford, known to all her friends as 
Molly. 

She was a graduate of Ursuline Convent, the 
Pines, Chatham, Ontario, and also attended 
Brescia Hall, London, Ontario. Her Red Cross 
work brought her to the attention of Butcher. 
. “She went to work in the Red Cross around 
the end of 1942,"" Butcher said recently. ‘Her 
first assignment was to North Africa and she 
did a good job, believe me. She went into 
Algiers, and I met her soon afterward. 

“At that time I was with General Ike in 
North Africa. She was assigned from Algiers 
to Palermo, briefly, then to Naples and by that 
time she had been assigned to Red Cross War 
Relief, which was assisting remnants of the 
Italian Red Cross. 

“During most of the time she was in Italy, I 
was in England, but in the spring of 1944, when 
we were going into France, she was transferred 
to England, where I was with Gerera] Ike, 

“All the time in Europe, I'd see her only 
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until she was transferred to Lon- 
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don and later to France, 
the Continent.” 

Ruth Butcher did not know that her husband 
saw Molly Ford at all—-she did not Know there 
was a Molly Ford-—until the war was over. 

Butcher came home—at last, at last, she 
believed, thinking of saying. goodby to the 
Wardman Park Hotel—-when the war ended. He 
came home from the war in June of 1945 and 
up to and even after his arrival she thought he 
came home to her. 

It was June, the homecoming month. It was 
11:07 A. M. in Washington when the plane 
bearing the nation’s idol, General Eisenhower, 
and Butcher among others, touched ground. The 
General stepped down the portable steps from 
the cabin, and there was Mamie Eisenhower to 
meet him. All around were thousands waiting 
to-see and greet and hail him. 

Butcher pushed his way down a few moments 
afterward. Ruth was not there, near the plane 


officers and enlisted men at a dinner as homey 
as a community supper in Missouri. There was 
no speech-making, and everyone, on the evening 
of the day of the homecoming to the Capital, 
was Starting homeward by 9:30 in the evening. 

Now, in the diary, there is a blank. Butcher’s 
next item concerns the morning after. His 13- 
vear-old daughter, he said, got breakfast, and 
he rode with her to the airport. With General 
Eisenhower, he took off for New York. 

Ruth Butcher's bill of complaint, and her 
testimony in the Circuit Court of the 11th Judi- 
cial Circuit of Florida, in and for Dade County, 
in Chancery, fills out the story. 


Hk filed the complaint on March 22, 1946, say- 

ing that then she was a resident of Miami 
Beach, Fla., and declaring: 

“About three days after defendant’s 
(Buteher) return to the home of the parties 
(he and she) he advised plaintiff (she) that he 
could never live with her again; that he had 
ceased to care for her; that he must have his 
freedom and that -he had for a long time cared 
for and desired to marry another individual.” 

She never did say much more than that, 
although on April 4, 1946, at 4 P. M., Darrey A. 
Davis, Special Master in Chancery, held a hear- 
ing at his office, 605 Lincoln Road, Miami Beach. 
There her attorney interrogated her and she 
replied, and these were some of the questions 
and answers:

Their car, in a 
moment, was lost among a multitude of faces 
and waving hands. 

Thirty thousand persons jammed the air- 
port that day. Other thousands lined the way 
to the Pentagon. The command car, with Gen- 
eral Marshall and General Eisenhower, moved 
slowly, stopped often to avoid bumping some- 
one, plowed through adoring throngs.

N grounds of “extreme cruelty,” the divorce

He and Ruth Butcher had 
agreed upon a property settlement. 

This, the granting of the decree, was on 
April 13, 1946. Twenty-four days later Captain 
Harry C. Butcher Ul, U.S.N.R., former naval 
aide to General Eisenhower, then 45 years of 
age, and Mary Margaret Ford, then 35 years of 
age, were married.

on a Caribbean cruise. It was a romantic voy- 
age and they were secretly married in Jamaica. 

The wedding ring was inscribed: ‘From Jack 
to Babe.” 

They returned to Atlantic City and told no 
one about the marriage. Mrs. Fishblatt Kniley 
was often in the company of Dr. William W. 
Harrison, wealthy Philadelphia sugar man, who 
gave her $750,000 in stocks and bonds and left 
her another $500,000 when he died in 1928. 

The 1911 marriage in Jamaica was still a 
dark secret when Kniley and the rich widow 
were married a second time in an elaborate cere- 
mony at.an Atlantic City hotel in 1935. 

The first Mrs. Kniley died in March, 1941, 
agd it wasn’t until then that Kniley mentioned 
their marriage in Jamaica. 

She left a complicated will and, by the time 
her estate was settled; Kniley was married again 
and living with the wealthy widow Clyde in her 
$50,000 home in Ventnor, N. J. 

He met Mrs. Clyde in 1942 and in June of 
that year eloped to Elkton, Md., with the steel 
man’s 71-year-old widow. 

Jack Kniley, at 57, was the same slim, pink- 
cheeked cavalier he was in 1909 and if his hair 
was turning gray it didn’t show. = 

This marriage was freighted with trouble 
from the start. The former Mrs. Clyde's son, 
William, and a daughter, Mrs. Emma Hodge, 
wife of a Pittsburgh industrialist, sued immedi- 
ately to have it annulled. 

In the court scenes that followed, Mrs. 
Kniley’s sanity was defended by Dr. George 
Schwarzkopf, Atlantic City physician, who was to 
offer similar testimony later in the will contest. 

A maid testified that Mrs. Kniley was always

‘“‘seeing’’ women playing around with her hus- 
band and would “scream and carry on awful if 
I didn’t pretend to shoo them away.”’ 

A banker said he never saw a woman s0 
incompetent at handling finances. 

Mrs. Kniley’s daughter, Mrs. Hodge, said her 
mother once insisted that her car was stolen 
“when I could-see it in the garage.’ She said 
her mother also complained about a burly Irish- 
man who carried her around in a basket. 

S. Paul Ridgway, counsel for Mrs. Kniley’s 
children, charged that, on the way back from 
her wedding in Elkton, the elderly bride ‘‘was 
taken to a hospital in Lewes, Del., where she 
was found suffering from senile dementia.” 

On Nov. 14, 1942, Mrs. Kniley was found 
‘“‘mentally incompetent as of, and after, June 11, 
1942.”" The Boardwalk National Bank, of At- 
lantic City, was named her guardian. 

The following year, Mrs. Kniley claimed that 
her. mental health had been restored and asked 
for a reversal of the 1942 ruling. She lost the 
case, but the annulment case was finally dis- 
missed in December, 1944. 

The second Mrs. Kniley died on Dec. 10, 
1947, and the bitter court dispute was picked up 
where it had been left off. Her will dissolved all 
trusts created earlier and left the Ventnor home 
and a third of her estate to Kniley. 

The same arguments that were raised in the 
annulment suit were re-heard and counsel for 
the plaintiffs even challenged Kniley’s right to 
an automobile his wife had given him. 

“That’s not his either,”’ snapped lawyer Ridg- 
way. “She had no right to give it to him.” 

After a long series of charges and counter- 
charges had been put into the record, the parties 
to the suit agreed on a settlement.

Finally, the Padre relented. 

“T will fix a penance,” he said, ‘“‘and if she carries it out, I will marry 
you to her in the church.” 

Magdalena agreed. “Any penance, Padre,” she said. ‘I love Teofilo.”’ 

“Therefore,”’ the Padre said, ‘you will carry a penitent’s candle in 
the front row of Indian women tomorrow at Mass.”’ 

Magdalena paled.- Always, never once deviating, she had declared 
proudly her Spanish blood. 

“Yes, Padre,’ she said. 

The next morning, long before Mass, the townsfolk began to go in 
whispering groups to the church. 

Magdalena went a little later. Teofilo went, too. With the others 
they entered the ‘Jewel of Missions,” this magnificent Capistrano church. 
It was the morning of Dec. 8, 1812, the day observed by Catholics as the 
Feast of the Immaculate Conception. 

Magdalena, bearing a penitent’s candle, was moving forward to 
take her place when she, and the others, heard a distant rumble. The 
floor began to quiver. The building began to creak. The bell tower 
above groaned and crackled. 

The rumble became a deep roar. The walls were shaking. The 
Mission Fathers in sanctuary began to cry out. 

“Take refuge in the sacristy! Run for tHe sacristy!” 

The great bells, above, swayed and tolled. Magdalena—with Teofilo, 
now, at her side—stood directly beneath the tower. The bells tolled, and 
momentarily were silent. 

Then the whole church was thunderous with the crashing tower, the 
breaking walls, an avalanche of stone and mortar and mighty, splinter- 
ing beams. 

It was an earthquake. In an instant it transformed into ruins the 
“‘Jewel of Missions.’”’ Forty worshipers were killed, crushed under moun- 
tainous debris. 

Beneath the wreckage of the bell tower, united in death, were 
Magdalena and Teofilo. 

Today a new chapter in the coastal missions is being written. A 
grant of $500,000 from the Hearst Foundation will be distributed for 
use in restoration of the hallowed landmarks. 

First to attain again its old beauty and dignity through this gift 
is 176-year-old Mission San Luis Obispo. In a day-long celebration, 
people of all creeds rejoiced at its rededication and Bishop Aloysius J. 
Willinger, of the Monterey-Fresno diocese said: “It is a lasting memorial 
of the charity of other days, a bulwark for the faith today, and an 
assurance of hope for the future.”

OU had to get used to.it, Kenneth Thomas 

realized. When the other boys turned away 

from you in fear, or stopped to hoot at 
you, or even stoned you, you had to take it. The 
world was that way. 

Kenneth learned this early. He understood 
that his gnarled body, his crippling deformity, 
set him apart from the other Indian children. 
They could play in. the bright sunshine of 
Okmulgee, Okla. He and his shadow had to stay 
by the side of the road. 

Spider Boy, his name became, -with his 
strange, long arms and his spidery feet, and his 
shuffling, sliding gait that let him move only a 
dozen yards before he had to sink down’in an 
odd, distorted heap. 

Spider Boy, they said, and some, getting 
used to him, were kind, and others, supersti- 
tious, knelt down once (perhaps many times) 
and prayed to the Great Spirit. 

“Protect us from Spider Boy.” they prayed. 
“Don’t let Spider Boy (that little, lonely child) 
put a wicked spell upon us.” 

Recently, Kenneth Thomas put those days 
beljnd him.-By the grace of surgery and his 
own fortitude, he could walk with his shadow 
anywhere. 

After two years in a hospital, and amazing 
operations, he had been transported from a 
bleak, half-world (the one that hurt him so) to 
a normal, happy land, and it still was the town 
of Okmulgee, Okla. 

Kenneth was 17, the loneliest boy on earth, 
he thought, when an Oklahoma oil man, Fay 
Weimer, came to believe that science might help 
him. Weimer offered to have the boy flown from 
Oklahoma City to Boston, for admission in the 
Children’s Hospital, there. Medical men advised 
railroad transportation and the privacy of a 
drawing room. The United States Indian Service 
made arrangements, and one of its nurses, H.

ease the distortion of the youth’s whole body. 

In their operation, there .was a constant men- 
ace of paralysis, for they had to move close tg 
vital nerves passing through the pelvic region 
to Kenneth’s legs. They put steel pins into the 
legs, just above the knees, and rigged weights 
and pulleys and steel wires for traction. 

Days passed, and they readjusted the means 
of traction. More days, and more readjustments. 
Gradually the pelvis was shifted into a normal 
position. They fastened metal bands to the pel- 
vis and pulled forward. 

The traction continued fer four months, and 
then in an operation a section of the bone was 
cut away and used to fuse pelvis and spine. 

Months of waiting followed, for this was the 
vital point on which would come the full weight 
of the boy’s body if he ever were to walk like 
a normal human being. 

Kenneth was brave. The doctors said prog- 
ress was being made. Kenneth began to hope as 
he never had hoped before. His whole mental 
outlook changed. He, who had never been to 
school because he could not face the other chil- 
dren, began to learn to read and write. 

The bones of his body healed. His mind drank 
in the facts he had not learned in school. He 
grew able to use his hands, make leather goods 
and do wood-working. Confidence replaced de- 
spair—and finally he stood up and walked. 

The news got back to Okmulgee, Okla. Spider 
Boy’s trouble was nothing fearsome; it was only 
something that science was correcting. The In- 
dians sent him a beautiful Chief’s headdress. 

A doctor, traveling through Oklahoma from 
Boston, was asked by Mr. Weimer, Kenneth’s 
benefactor,. to address the Indians. The doctor 
said Kenneth was being made whole and well. 

Before the doctor left, Indians knelt in. 
prayer to the Great Spirit. This time they did 
not ask to be protected from Kenneth’s wicked 
spell. They asked the Great Spirit to hasten 
Kenneth’s recovery. 


Their prayer, and science’s expectations, 
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were answered. Kenneth had entered the hos- 
pital in September, 1946, almost helpless. In 
June, 1948, he left the hospital, walking—~a tall, 
muscular boy walking as other boys walk. 

The orthopedic surgeons said he would have 
to wear specially made shoes, and that more 
surgery, later, would alter his elongated feet, 
but meanwhile he began a new life.

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A Crime Was Planned Ccrefully 
and Might Have Been a Perfect 
One, If a Man Hadn't Worked

APT. HENRY FLATTERY, com- 
manding officer of New York 
City’s 15th Detective District, 
got the flash from headquarters as 
he was finishing his breakfast at 7:30. 
“A murder, Captain,’ said police 
operator. “Young woman with her head bashed. 
Corner Tuckerton, and 157th.”’ 

Flattery arrived at the scene—a desolate 
area of junk-littered lots adjoining the right- 
of-way of the Long Island Rail Road in the Bor- 
ough of Queens—to find Detective Hugh Mc- 
Enroe of the Jamaica squad standing near the 
body with a baby in his arms. 

“She was crawling around beside the body,” 
McEnroe explained. ‘‘Been making a lot of noise 
but seems unhurt.” 

The body lay face down on a well-worn path- 
way near the concrete abutments of an under- 
pass. Captain Flattery saw that the top half of 
her dress was torn, and that a man’s left black

oxford shoe lay near her clenched right hand. 
There was a hole worn through the sole. 

‘I'd say she’s been dead quite a number of 
hours,” said. Flattery. “Who discovered the 
body and informed the police?” 

McEnroe turned to a man standing near by. 
“Tell the captain what happened,” he said. 

The man said he was David Nutkis, a roof- 
ing contractor. He said he had been alone in 
the office of his warehouse on Beaver Rd.— 
about 100 feet from the. murder spot-——that Fri- 
day morning, July 2, 1937, when the door sud- 
denly opened and a strange voice cried, ““There’s 
a dead woman in the lots!” 

Nutkis said the stranger withdrew and scur- 
ried off while he went to the body. It had been 
Nutkis who phoned the authorities. 

Soon other officers-—homicide men, techni- 
cians, etc.—converged on the scene. 

As Assistant Medical Examiner Howard W. 
Neail knelt to make his examination, a woman 
screamed. She was staring at the two-year-old 
child, now in the arms of a patrolman. “I know

that baby!” she cried. “It’s Shirley Perry!” 

She drew closer, and screamed again. She 
said the dead woman was the child’s mother, 
Phennie, wife of Arthur Perry. They used to 
live near her, she said, but she did not know 
where they had moved to, 


R. NEAIL found four deep head wounds, He 

said that death had occurred late the previ- 

ous evening. (It developed that ‘“‘moans and cry- 
ing’’ had been heard shortly after 10.) 

When the body was, turned over, a red- 

stained electric iron came into view. Also some 

papers that might have spilled out of the kill- 
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er’s pocket. These included an envelope and 
postcard addressed to Ulysses Paim of lo3rd St., 
in the Jamaica section of Queens; an electric 
light bill bearing Palm's name and address; a 

book, and three photographs. Two of 
these showed a man, the other a woman. 

Also, just under the victim's head, they 
found a stained strip of blue broadcloth half an 
inch wide and about three inches long. 

Meanwhile, searchers found a stained chunk 
of concrete about 50 feet from the body. 

Captain . Flattery, Lieut. Tom Feeney, in 
charge of Jamaica detectives, and Detective 
Frederick Trumpf of the homicide squad drove 
to the 153rd St. address, which was about half a 
mile from the scene. They found Detectives 
McEnroe and Hill already at the front door, hav- 
_ing left earlier to locate the Perry home. 


[7 THEN developed that Ulysses Palm and his 
. * wife, Hattie, occupied the entire first floor, and 
that the Perrys lived upstairs. 

- Getting no response to their ring, the offi- 
cers forced the door, entered the Palm apart- 
ment, and found: 

1. The shoe that matched the one picked up 
near the body. 

2. A blue shirt from which a piece of ma- 
terial was missing next the pocket. The strip 
. found at the scene fitted: the torn area. 

Other tenants identified the man in the pho- 
tos as Palm, the woman as Mrs. Palm. These 
neighbors said that Palm, aged 39, was a dea-

Investigation disclosed* that Mrs. Perry, 20 
at the time of her death, and her husband, 22, 
had been childhood sweethearts in their native

‘After that 1 packed some things and went to 
my sister’s, where TI spent the night,” Perry 
concluded. “‘When I left Palm, he began dress- 
ing as if to go out, He’d been undressed for bed 
when I called,” 

This had happened, he said, a few minutes be- 
fore 10 o'clock. He remembered the time, he said, 
because he had glanced at the clock as he 
switched on the light to get the letter he'd hid- 
den in his dresser.. The letter was now at his 
sister's home. 

Checking on Perry’s story, the investigators 
found that it held up very well. His wife's sis- 
ter knew Phennie had received the letter. Tis 
brother, William, had met him on the. previous 
evening, and Arthur had told him that he was 
on his way home to talk with Palm. His sister 
and brother®in-law said he had arrived at 11 
p.m., and stayed the night. 

Again the light of inquiry was turned on 
Ulysses Palm. What had he to say now? 


hy E CONTINUED to deny any knowledge of the 

crime. He could not explain how his shirt had 
been torn, nor how those papers and pictures 
came to be by the body. 

He said the black oxford shoes had once be- 
longed to him, but he had given them to Perry. 

He said he had worked until 10:10 p.m. Thurs- 
day, and that he had arrived home at 11:15, 
having traveled by trolley and bus. 

Detectives checked the walking time from 
the Palm-Perry address, and from the Plaza 
Theatre, to the murder spot. Each took 15 min- 
utes or less. 

Next, Detective McEnroe questioned the man- 
ager of the store where Palm worked. (The 
store was about eight miles from the scene.) The 
manager corroborated Palm’s statement that he 
had not left the store until after 10 o'clock. 

“Is that your regular closing time ?”’ he asked.

Within a week Flattery had additional re- 
ports from other specialists. 

Two handwriting men declared the letter had 
not been written by Palm but by Perry. 

Writing paper from Perry’s dresser matched 
the paper on which the letter had been written. 

Arthur Perry went on trial Nov. 8, 1937, be- 
fore Judge Charles S. Colden, and on Nov. 13, 
at 1:35 a.m., the jury found him _guilty as 
charged. This verdict was reversed when the 
Court of Appeals ruled that a letter Mrs. Perry 
had written her mother—-to the effect that she 
was not happy in her marriage—had been hear- 
say evidence and therefore inadmissible. 

The second trial, which began Nov. 14, 1938, 
was highlighted by the testimony of a surprise 
prosecution witness, Detective Sidney Cusbeth. 

Before the first trial, Cusbeth had been planted 
in the same cell block with Perry. Posing as a 
man wanted for murder in Georgia, Cusbeth had 
become friendly with the suspect. 

“At first he told me the same story he'd told 
the police.” he testified. “I told him the story 
didn't sound convincing. I said, ‘If you can't

That-afternoon, Lieutenant Feeney and De- 
tective McEnroe arrested Palm at his place of 
business. When they told him at headquarters 
that he was suspected of murdering Mrs. Perry, 
he looked surprised and dazed. He wanted to 
know why in the world he should want to kill 
the — whom he said he hardly knew. 

Feeney showed him the blue shirt. “Recog- 
nize this?” 


“Sure. It’s mine.” 

They uced various other articles found 
underneath the body, including the electric iron. 
“That’s my wife’s iron,” Palm said, ‘“‘but---how 
did those stains get on it?” 

Detective Michael Kissane found Perry at 
work on an iron construction job and took him 
to Lieutenant Feeney’s office. Feeney asked him 
why anyone should want to kill his wife. 

At that Perry told of a letter, signed Ulysses 
Palm, which had arrived on Monday, June 21. 
Addressed to Mrs. Perry, who had not yet re- 
turned from another week end at her sister’s, it 
advised her not to resist the writer’s advances 
or he would kill her. 


ERRY then went on to reveal that Palm had 

attempted to break into his wife’s reom after 
he left for work the previous morning. 

“How do you figure that?” Feeney asked. 
“You told Detective Kissane that your wife had 
Jeft for her sister’s before you got back to 
work.”’ 

“That’s right, brit I knew she would be in the 
Plaza Theatre in Jamaica-——she went there every 
Wednesday to play Bingo,” Perry explained. ‘I 
wanted to find out if she’d changed her plans 
for the week end, so I got permission from the 
manager to go in and speak to her. 

“Phennie said she would be going to her sis- 
ter’s right after the show.” 

He returned home. Two hours later, he re- 
membered that he wanted Phennie to deliver a 
message to her brother saying he would join him 
Sunday on a: fishing trip. He made a second 
visit to the theatre, and Phennie told him Palm 
had admitted writing that letter. 

Perry said he went back home and confronted 
Palm. He said Palm declared, “You know I 
can’t write that good.” And when Perry ac- 
cused him of trying to force his way into his 
wife’s room, Palm retorted, “Bring your wife 
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“Closing time? Why no! As a matter of fact, 
we are never open on weekday evenings. But J 
had to take an inventory yesterday, so I asked 
Palm if he would stay and work overtime.” 

McEnroe rolled this around in his mind for a 
moment. “Then it was purely an accident that 
Palm worked last night ?”’ 

“That’s right. It wasn’t until after he'd re- 
ported for work that I asked if he would stay 
and help out.” 

Now it was Perry’s turn again. 

“We've learned,” Flattery told him, “that 
Palm was at work in Flushing at the time you 
claim you talked with him in his apartment.” 

“My clock said 9:53 when I looked at it,” 
Perry said. 

“Also,” the captain said, ““Palm says the shoes 
once belonged to him but he gave them to you.” 

“I never xept them,” was Perry’s answer. 
“They were too tight.” 


N TOP of that, an usher at the Plaza Theatre 

asserted he saw Perry twice on Thursday eve- 
ning, each time talking to a woman. He said, 
further, that Perry left the theatre with the 
woman and a sleeping child when the Bingo 
game ended at 9:51. 

Then there was this development: 

He had said that he and Phennie had been 
very happy together. But the dead woman's 
sister disputed this to some extent. She declared 
that Phennie had complained that Arthur had 
not given her enough money to buy proper food 
and clothing for the baby. 

Next, after repeated questioning of the two 
suspects failed to produce anything further of 
value, Captain Flattery called in Detectives Ed- 
ward F. Fagan and John A. Stevenson of the 
department’s technical research laboratory. These 
young, college-trained experts went to work on 
the shoes, the strip of shirt, the electric iron, 
and the letter allegedly written by Palm. 

Soon Fagan reported: 

“Our tests show blood traces on the shoes, 
the piece of cloth, and the iron. Now we would 
like to have the suspects’ socks.” 

“Why their socks?” Flattery asked. 

“Because of the hole in the shoe found near 
the body.” 

When one of Perry’s socks was found to bear 
a small, round discolored spot corresponding to 
the hole in the black oxford, Fagan made a test

make me believe it, how are you going to con- 
vince a jury?’ 

“I said, ‘Why don’t you go ahead and tell the 
truth about what happened?’ I said, ‘Did you kill 
your w-fe because you wére jealous of her and 
Palm?’ He saiid, ‘No, I didn’t.’ I said, ‘What 
happened? I know you’re not telling the truth.’ 
Then he started crying.” 

“That’s a lie!”’ the defendant shouted, leaping 
from his chair. “I never saw that man before!” 

But Cusbeth went on to testify that Perry had 
admitted the murder to him. Cusbeth said he 
asked why he had done it, and Perry had replied, 
“I don’t know. I was in love with my wife. I 
don't know why I did it.” 

Indeed, this was about the only weak part of 
the state's case. Just what had been the mo- 
tive? It remained unproven, although it has 
been suggested that Perry killed his wife be- 
cause, once at her mother’s home, she planned 
to stay there and not return to him. But that 
could be nothing more than speculation. 

Chief Assistant District Attorney Harry I. 
Huber stressed how deliberate had been Perry’s 
preparations, 


OR instance, those pictures found with the body 

had disappeared from the Palm apartment 
early in June. “The forged letter had been mailed 
on the 20th. Sometime or other various other 
articles that would throw suspicion on Palm had 
been picked up to be left at the scene, 

The. prosecution held that Perry must have 
already slain his wife, using that chunk of con- 
crete, before he returned to have his talk with 
Palm. It was asserted that his real purpose in 
visiting Palm had been to appropriate the re- 
ceipt book, and probably the electric iron. 

Then he had dared to return to complete his 
planting of false clues. 

If anything could be said to have wrecked 
his scheme, it was the accidental fact that, for 
the first time in several years, Palm had worked 
overtime. Instead of being a vulnerable suspect, 
as Perry had figured, Palm had been eliminated 
by the time elment. 

The second trial lasted seven days. After 10 
hours of deliberation, the verdict was guilty as 
charged. 

Perry was electrocuted in August, 1939.

DAY’S fabrics come in 

such a wide range of 
color, texture, and design, 
it is sometimes difficult to 
make a choice. It’s a good 
idea to learn which colors 
are most becoming to you 
and consider only these 
when yeu shop. Your 
choice of material will be 
limited further by the tex- 
ture and weight you re- 
quire. These should be suit- 
able to the style of the 
dress you are making and 
to the season in which you 
intend to wear it. 


How Much to Buy 


HE amount of fabric you 

will need can be deter- 
mined from the chart pro- 
vided with your pattern. 
You must know the width 
of your material and the 
size and version of the pat- 
tern you plan to make to 
use this chart efficiently. 

Some fabrics are napped, 
which means they have a 
raised, somewhat furry sur- 
face. You will need more of 
such material because it 


‘must be cut with pattern 


pieces going in the same 
direction as the nap. Your 
pattern chart will indicate 
amounts needed. Take into 
consideration that some 
prints are also one direc- 
tional. The amount re- 
quired for nap fabric also 
applies to these prints. 
Before Cutting 
BEFORE starting to Work 
with your material, de- 
termine if it has been pre- 
shrunk. If not, wools can 


be rolled in a wet sheet 
overnight and pressed when 


damp. Cottons should be 
dipped in luke-warm water, 
and the fabric pressed 
when almost dry. 

It is sometimes necessary 
to straighten your material 
before cutting.by stretch- 
ing it into shape down the 
sides with your hands. 

Straighten the ends of 
fabric, if necessary, by clip- 
ping across the selvage 
(woven edge), and tearing 
rapidly. Some material, es- 
pecially corded and sheer 
material, cannot be torn 
without pulling the threads. 
In such cases, clip the sel- 
vage and pull a cross-wise 
thread all the way across. 
Then cut on this line. 

Folding Material 


HEN pattern is to be 
cut on a single thick- 
ness ofgmaterial, place the 
pattern’ parts on the; right 
side. When folded material 
is Specified, have the right 
sides of the material to- 
gether. Usually woolens 
come folded with the right 
side. in and cottons with 
the right side out. If you 
have any doubt about which 
is the right side, ask your 
salesperson when buying 
the material. 

To cut and control light- 
weight sheer material eas- 
ily, pin the selvages to- 
gether to keep fabric from 
slipping. It also helps if 
you pin the fabric to a 
lightweight paper base.
